time and place it was posed and the individual or the group who took 

up the challenge. Our present attempt at an answer is influenced by 
considerations of time and place. We are at the end of a destructive war 
which has caused unprecedented displacements and disturbances of cultural 
repositories all over the world, but in our country we have opportunities for 
the preservation and cultivation of the heritage of the past which are a 
challenge to our vision and skill. 


lHIS question has been answered very differently, depending on the 


Incunabula occupy a unique place in the world of books. Anyone who 
is for the first time turning the pages of a volume printed in the XVth 
century will be thrilled by its rare beauty and the special essence of crafts- 
manship manifesting itself in the noble setting of a page and the unsur- 
passed quality of the paper which makes the book look as if it had just 
left the press. The reason for this lies in the circumstances of origin. The 
man who made the XVth century volume was both a revolutionary and a 
conservative. He was the possessor of an unheard-of new instrument which 
gave him the power to multiply at will what had hitherto been laboriously 
written out by hand. He was, however, anxious not to shock his customers, 
but to give them a product that seemed similar to the manuscripts they 
were used to. No two copies of an incunabulum are ever alike. Many de- 
tails were left to be filled in by hand, and the degree of actual completion 
differs from copy to copy. 


Each XVth.century volume is therefore a significant monument in the 
history of printing, a first hand document of evolution. It took about a 
century of experimentation until something like a universal standard of book 
production had evolved. By the end of the XVth century, fifty years after 
the beginnings, a clear conception of what the printed book should really 
be like, was arrived at. But it was not as yet universally accepted. This is 
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the reason for the puzzling discrepancies that one finds in the definition of 
incunabula and particularly in the various limitations of the date after 
which books are no longer to be considered as genuine incunabula. 


One important aim in the collecting of incunabula is to demonstrate the 
growth and development of one of the fundamental arts of our civilization. 
An interesting approach to this end is the collecting of “‘First’s”, the bring- 
ing together of the first occurrences of the various elements of which a 
modern book is composed, such as title-page, date, pagination, illustrations, 
etc. There are also the other “‘First’s” of collecting: the earliest books of a 
given country, or of a region or city; also the “First’s” in the various fields 
of human knowledge. Here lie stimulating and never ending opportunities, 
particularly since any one element can be made the starting point of a demon- 
stration of subsequent developments. For some years now various expert 
bookmen have pointed out that much more attention has been paid to the 
early printed book as a bibliographical specimen than as “the printed word 
sent out by a man with a message”, to use a phrase coined by Mr. Lydenberg. 
Here still exist the richest possibilities of creative collecting and of making 
genuine contributions to knowledge and scholarship. 


The neglect of many of these opportunities had its good reason in cer- 
tain peculiarities of the XVth century literary world. Authorship for one 
thing, was not a clearly developed concept in the modern sense. Many books 
have traditionally been attributed to wrong authors, there have been mis- 
leading pseudonyms and anonymous works. Mr. E. P. Goldschmidt, in his 
Mediaeval texts and their first appearance in print (London, 1943), has 
given a brilliant analysis of these difficulties together with examples of their 
satisfactory solution. It is safe to predict that significant interpretations 
of XVth century books are ahead. For instance, for many years our students 
of mediaeval authors have invariably referred us to the most ancient exist- 
ing manuscripts on the one hand, and the most modern printed editions on 
the other. But they have not told us when and where the text first appeared 
in print. 


Here are obviously many fruitful possibilities for the collector. He 
can pursue a certain author of his liking, a subject from the field of the 
sciences or the humanities, a single title, or the output of a printer-publisher. 
Incunabula printers should be considered not only as craftsmen but also as 
publishers. As such they are individuals subject to economic laws and form- 
ing public opinion. Such studies would be highly illuminating as an analysis 
_of important forces at the root of modern civilization. Lists of titles are no 
sufficient source for such studies. The volumes themselves, with their dedi- 
cations, forewords and apologies for existence are the necessary working 
material. One of the pleasant personal rewards for anyone who wishes to 
enter the field of incunabula or to further already existing interests, is the 
traditional spirit of cooperation and helpfulness that one finds among those 
concerned with early printed books, be they private collectors, professional 
scholars or librarians. They are held together by the realization that they 
are the guardians of a precious heritage the benefits of which are capable of 
unlimited increase, even though the actual volumes are slowly but surely 
shrinking in number.

Frauds practised in many trades and professions 
are flayed. The author speaks of lawyers and doctors, goldsmiths (mentioning alchemical 
gold and silver), tailors (ladies’ dresses should not be too “‘décolleté”’), winesellers should 
not keep disorderly houses nor allow dicing and card-playing, actors and musicians should 
be circumspect.

The book, the only dated production of the press of the three associates, is very in- 
teresting for the history of Florence in its revolutionary period under the religious dic- 
tatorship of Savonarola. It contains his song: “Viva ne’ nostri cuori viva o Florentia,” which 
was written to be sung by the people of Florence on Palm Sunday, 1496, after the solemn 
procession of boys in the Piazza della Signoria, and Benivieni’s long account—the first 
ever written and published—of the sensational burning of the vanities in Florence, during 
the Carnival of 1497, at the suggestion of Savonarola, in which a great number of objects 
of art were destroyed.

It seems that it was burnt 
together with hini like his Acerba. 


Francesco Capuano (c. 1450-90) was one of the most eminent Italian astronomers and 
mathematicians of the XVth century. His commentary on the Theoricae was printed for 
the first time in 1495. 

Jacques le Févre d’Estaples (1455-1536) was the first of the French writers who 
sought to maintain the standing of the Greck mathematics in the intellectual atmosphere

Of the other there seems to be only one copy mentioned in two catalogues, and 
that without any full description. 


This present edition apparently represents the original publication of the work by the 
author himself. From an analysis of the types, it can be assigned to the ephemeral press 
of Johannes Hugonis de Gengenbach in Rome, who issued Gonzalo’s Tractatus de Legato 
on June 14, 1485, and, according to Reichling (Indices, 1911, p. 238) died on Aug. 20 
of that year. Audiffredi quotes only two copies which were both bound together with two 
other treatises by Villadiego (in the Bibliotheca Casanatensis and in the library of Santa 
Maria del Popolo in Rome).
